Constitution Is Framed on the 
Lines of G erm any's. 


5ABINET DEPENDS ON THE LOEDS

Ti ie lii-iepy of the slow formation of 
parties in Jap an ese politics, coupled ns 
it is witii the outbreak of the present 
war and the faii of M irquls Ito from 
political power, forms one **f the most 
Interesting stories of m o d e m Japan, 
says John F. Buss, the Tokyo corre­ 
spondent of the Chicago News. 
J a p a n ’s const It uilon is framed a fter 
Die G erm an e«mstitutlon because the 
Berm an 
constitution 
preserves to a 
great degree the influence <0' the sov­ 
ereign In political life. 
The cabinet 
under the Ja p a n e se constitution looks 
to the mikado and not to the house of 
representatives for 
its 
support. 
It 
does not seek the f n \ o r of the people, 
btit the good will of the sovereign. 
The influence -indeed, the very exist­ 
ence of party, therefore, in the J a p a ­ 
nese p arliam ent is due to the tendency 
of tl e individual to devi lop alon, mod­ 
ern lire - of government rather than 
any place occuj led In party by virtue 
either of th«* instisutions of the country 
or 
the 
new 
form 
of 
governem nt 
cl< >pte* 1. 
Take the present Jap an ese govern 
merit. 
It represents not the eU*ctoral 
vote < f the people, but tin* victory of 
the two great clans of j tpan, th< Sat- 
suma and Chosiu, those chins which 
were prominent in th*- restoration of 
the i»ewer ot the emperor. 
They rule 
by a Irtue of t heir a ri t »cracy. 
The Satsum a an I < hoslu d a n s origi­ 
nated in the south of J a p a n . t the 
strait of Simonoseki. 
T he .Satsuma 
clan was south of the strait, tie* ( ’ho 
sin north. 
T he Sa tsum a chin produced 
the great soldiers of Japan, and the 
head of the clan is now Adu irai Yam­ 
amoto, 
minister of tin 
navy. 
T he 
* hoslu clan produced such statesmen 
as Ito and K* darna. 
The house of representatives ennin f 
force ,i minister to resign — that 
is 
t * say, tlteon tieally it eann>*t ’*e< a use 
tie* ministry can tiieoretienlly * issolve 
the 1 *us»* of represent; lives as many' 
times as the house f; Us to support it, 
T he i ¡binet seeks the fav »r of the sov­ 
ereign, 
As long as If h a s his support, 
it eai aerordiug to the constitution eon* 
tinue to rule. 
Curiously enoiigh, the 
discretion of tin* sovereign prevents a 
-erious oi* perm anent brencli between 
the represent itives of the peojiie and 
the governtiient. 
Ilow<‘ver independent of the house 
of 
representatives the cabinet 
may 
seem in theory, in practice the bouse 
is gaining more power. 
The cabinet 
may dissolve the house a num ber of 
times, hut if on re-ei. ction the people 
support the action of the house the 
emperor is sure to dismiss Ids eablm t, 
say ing that a cabinet that does not re 
tain the support of the people cannot 
have his eonfidenee 
With the house of peers it is differ 
ent. 
W ithout the support of the upper 
house the cabinet can pass no bills. 
Moreover, the cabinet mmnot dissolve 
the h ouse **i peers, 
is is * a t he high­ 
est im portance th a t some one in tin* 
government should be able to carry 
the house ot peers, and, in the present 
government. Count Vainngnta is the 
otte man in J a p a n who is able to con­ 
trol tin* house of peers. 
Therefore the 
governm ent lias need of him. 
In th e house of peer» there are no 
parties, only spheres of influence or 
cliques depending entirely on the p e r­ 
sonality of leaders, but in no way on 
political principle». 
The theoretic has 
so lltth* hold on tin* Ja pa n e se people 
th a t parties founded on political doc­ 
trines aro exotic s lnnts. 
Marquis Ito son»«* years ago conceiv­ 
ed tlu* Idea that a strong party or­ 
ganization in the house of roprescuta 
lives was the one thing th a t would 
benefit J a p a n and put the government 
on a more democratic basis. 
Hi* o r­ 
ganize*!, therefore, that great hetero­ 
geneous party, the Senkai. 
But a lte r 
having organized It he found it very 
difficult 
to manage. 
Still, with 
his 
great acumen as n politician he might 
in time have been able to control this 
big party if unforeseen opposition had 
w-t arisen. 
M arquis Ito is called in Ja p a n “ the 
eight faced.” 
His friends put it that 
he was trained iti th** old «lays of e x tr a ­ 
territoriality and is very timid in in­ 
ternational affairs. 
Hi» enemies say 
that he combines with hit gn at ability 
a mind th a t changes with each political 
wind. 
ih** fact is tStot Marquis Ito, seeing 
fii** growth of power cm the people’» 
side, determined to control n*»t only 
the imperial will, but also th«* house of 
representative». 
Vaulting 
ambition 
proved hi» fall, 
lie lo^t both, 
II«* had 
the ear of tin* emperor and also w as 
nt the head of this gre a t party of tin* 
people, 
Iiis plan was to play off Otic 
against tin* other, control tlm cabinet 
and b<* the real ruler of Japan. 
But 
revolt cam e from both sides. 
T he Senkai party »bowed hostility to 
the imperial plan and would not re­ 
spond to the tight rein of Marquis H°- 
At the sam e time tie* emperor, hillm uo- 
«•«1 tty tin* nobility, sent for Ito and in 
formed him th a t h** must ooulim* him* 
K* if to playing one part, 
Either In* 
must resign Ids position as leader of 
the Senkai party or he must lose tlu* 
roy d «*ar. 
Marquis It«« resigned the 
leadership of tb<* Seukal and naturally 
at the same time lost much of his in­ 
fluence over the emperor.
